Dr, Marques deposed that ho had seon 
tho body of the decensed at the Mortuary, 
When ‘the body arrived. the left arm waa 


examinel the wound and made a post 
mortem oxamination. He found:an incised 
wound in the upper part. of tho left.scm 
sovering the oxiliary. artery. “Deceised’s 
death .appeared to -have boon: caused ‘by 
hemorringo. ‘The blade had. Bone in a 
downward direction, He was of op nion 
that had medical aid been npon the apot 
at the tine the man’s life might have been 
saved. % we os oe 8 

Charles Hopkins, second mate of the Bri- 
tish ship Ma qitis of Lorne, deposed that.he 
know tho decoased Luuis Pero Lazare, He 
was an ordinary seaman. ‘On the 29th inst. 
about 6 o'clock the crew forward wora going 
to their suppor. Soon. afterwards witness 
heard a quarrel going on iti the forecaatle 
head. The quarrél’ appeared to be about 
samo bulter and prisoner was paying that he 
wonted his share’ aiid that” was all. He 
heard the decoasdd abusing the prisoner, 
and telling him:ho was no good as 5 acaman, 
Tho prisoner told doceused-that thoy had 
better fight it out, and they both left the 
forecaatls head ‘and went down upon deck, 


Witness nw the prisoner take off his shirt. 
Decessed came out also and a fight took 
place between tho two. The déccased 
knocked the prisancr. down and atruck him 
while down. The prisoner got up again 
and got hold of a.chain hook and strack 
deceased on the shoulder with it, One of 
the m-nrushed up and took the chain hook 
from tho priaoner, The next thing witness 
saw was deceased bleeding froin a wound in 
his arm. At the same timo deceased made 
a ran for the main deck and fall when 
he reached tho main hatch, Witness then 
got soma stuff-and did hia best to. bind 
up: the wound in deceased's arm. He did 
not avo-how deceased roooived tha wound 
and did not ace any knife upon the prisoner. 
Charky Fisher, alias Bernard Rolfe,. i 
sailor un board the Marguis of Lorne stated 
that at mppor tine on the 29th a dispute 
arose about sumo butter which had been 
Bent inte the forecastle by the couk? The 
prisonor.snid to deceased.‘ if you are a ian 
stand up and have it out.’ Deceased went 
into the forvcastle and took of his jamper 
and put on his shocs. The prisonor took 
off his shirt also and as Boon as the deceased 
came down they began to fight with their 
fists. After they had boen fighting a short 
time tho. prisoner fell forward on hia face, 
and deocased still wont for him while he 
was down. Witness ‘and another man 
interfered to prevent deceased from striking 
him while he was down, When he got up 
the prisunar took up a chain hook. Wit- 
nesa did not sco whother the prisoner struck 
decoasol with the hook.
